Our pauper column shows the pressure of the times. The great amount 
of liquidation of debts through bankrupt courts, discourages production, 
demoralizes our markets, locks up money from general circulation, and 
causes the laboring class to be unemployed. 

We submit while this state of facts continues we must expect to share, 
although relatively light in comparison with more populated towns, our 
share of this pauper burden. Whena few more seasons shall have passed, 
and rigid economy shall be universally practiced, and suitable laws en- 
acted, shall we not indulge the hope that production will realize profits, 
markets revive, and the laboring class will not seek for employment in 
vain, and the calls of the poor be less frequent. 

During the year, are deceased of those paupers receiving partial support, 
R. A. Belden and O. G. Smith, causing extra outlays for their burial, and 
Jerry Murthy, who was receiving full support. The family of R. A. 
Belden were left quite destitute; since his decease Hattie Belden has been 
bound to the Shakers, under the provisions of the will of the late Oliver 
Smith. Mrs. R. A. Belden supports herself in Chicopee, and three of his 
children are with Mrs. T. Flemming. Of the family of the late Oliver 
G. Smith, we believe only two boys can claim legal support from this 
town. The son-in-law, Charles O. Wrisley, lately deceased, has a legal 
settlement through his father, M. D. Wrisley, in Deerfield. 

We recommend the town to raise, for the ensuing year, sixteen hundred 
dollars for the support of the poor.

The assets of the town are at present unavailable, but during the year 
will probably be collected. 

The general disbursements for the year ensuing will require the same 
amount of appropriations as this year now closing. We would suggest a 
reasonable small appropriation to replenish the town library with suitable 
reading matter. This library, now established, in order to make it inter- 
esting, useful, and enjoyed, should be supplied at least with a part of the 
best current publications of the day. 

The benefit the town would ultimately receive from the maintenance of 
a select school in the center of the town, should lead to the consideration 
of an appropriation for the same, for at least two terms of the year. 

Subject to be discussed at discretion, under conditions the Selectmen 
should require. All of which we respectfully submit.

In taking a review of their labors for the year past, your com- 
mittee think they may congratulate themselves upon the result of 
these labors. The schools generally for the year past have been 
unusually prosperous, which result has been due in a great meas- 
ure to the very general unanimity and co-operation of the parents, 
with the committee and teachers. It has been the object of the 
committee to employ experienced teachers. Those that have been 
tried and not found wanting have been continued in the same 
schools as far as possible. We have in some cases, perhaps, paid 
them higher wages than we should have been obliged to pay to 
more inexperienced teachers; but we think those most directly 
interested, the parents and guardians, have been better satisfied 
than if we had taken the other course. 

The statistics will show that most of the children between the 
ages of five and fifteen attend school. The average attendance 
and record of punctuality show an improvement, over the 
past year, and it is hoped that the parents will show increased in- 
terest in this respect, the coming year., 

‘The school houses are in good condition, and, with few inci- 
dental repairs, are all that will be required for some time. If the 
residents in the several school districts would interest themselves 
in improving the grounds about their several school houses, by 


transplanting shade trees, it would do much to make them 
more attractive, not only to the teachers and scholars, but to the 
passers-by. Places where from twenty to forty of our young 
people spend so much of their time should be made as pleasant 
and attractive as possible. It is hoped that a movement.in this 
direction will be made this spring. 

Most of the schools have been in session the past year thirty- 
five weeks, which leaves for vacation seventeen weeks, which is 
more than is profitable. Your committee hope that with the same 
amount of money as was appropriated last year they may be able 
to continue the schools from 36 to 38 weeks, and would recom- 
mend an appropriation the same as last year. In conclusion your 
committee would thank the parents and guardians for the hearty 
co-operation their eflorts have received from them, upon which 
the success of the schools so much depend. All of which is re- 
spectfully submitted.
